Many animals are very fast. The cheetah is the fastest land animal. A. 
cheetah can reach speeds up to 110 kilometres per hour. That’s more 
than the speed limit on many highways! Some of the fastest birds are 


the peregrine falcon and the eagle. They reach speeds in the air that are 
much faster than the cheetah reaches on land. Giraffes reach speeds of 


51 kilometres per hour.

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Leaps and Bounds 


Some animals move by leaping or bounding. Others, such as snakes, 
slither and slide along the ground. The kangaroo moves by jumping. It 
-uses its strong tail for balance and pushes with its powerful hind legs. 
Kangaroos can jump up to 13 metres in one leap. Snails leave a trail of 
slime as they move. The slime helps them to move along. Fleas are tiny 
insects, but they are the best jumpers in the animal kingdom. A flea can 
jump about 130 times its own length or up to 38 centimetres.
